Behind them is a protrusi- 
ble, _thick-llppe?_ mouth 
adapted for sucking up bot- 
tom materials from which 
mollusks, crayfish, insect 
larvae, worms and other 
food items are strained.

Pully seventy per cent of 
all rheumatic fever victims 
are eptible to second 
outbreaks, It seems also to 
run in families, Its symp- 
toms are tricky and vari- 
able; it Is impossible for any- 
body but a doctor to deter- 
mine whether a youngster! 
has rheumatic fever, 
However, if your child,| 
two or three weeks after 
“recovery” from a strep in- 
fection, is feeling -Metless 
and generally poor, call your 
doctor! As for strep itself, 
if he develops a sudden sore 
throat and,a temperature of 
101 or more call a doctor! 
Thousands of dollars nave 
been spent in Massachusetts 
on rheumatic fever research, 
and penitillin has been 
found to have the effective- 
ness of most vaccines in pre- 
venting and controlling it. 


Rheumatic fever remains a 
prime target of MHA re- 
search, bri. until its root 
causes are discovered our 
best defense against it re- 
mains in our homes. 

Not all, cases, but very 
many, have their origins in 
overcrowed and unsanitary 
homes. Poor housing has 
been found to be a prime 
factor, Overcrowding any- 
where, even in classrooms, 
may contribute to the Incid- 
ence, which is due to climb 
steadily from now until 
April. 

Clean homes with ade- 
quate sleeping space for each 
child and protection against 
weakening respiratory infec- 
tions will go far to cut the 
rheumatic fever toll this 
year,
